A translation of a portion of a European Office Action that issued March 10, 2005 
with respect to a counterpart European patent application is provided below. 
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"D3 US-5 530 716 (MOTOROLA) 25 June 1996 (1 996-06-25) 

D3 (U.S. 5,530,716) discloses that normally a peak at a certain path 
location must appear more than once in order to be selected, this is referred to 
as a guard level (page 7, lines 1 1 to 18); 

if a peak is detected which exceeds a given threshold, then this peak is 
immediately selected without waiting to see whether it appears more than once 
(page 7, lines 19 to 27). 

The document D3 (fig. 9; col. 4, lines 18 to 45; col. 5, lines 11 to 27; 
col. 7, line 63 to col. 10, line 13) discloses (the references in parentheses 
applying to this document): 

A demodulation apparatus for mobile communication (fig. 9) having 
capability of cyclically selecting signals that appear more than once (col. 9, 
lines 52 to 56) to be assigned to the fingers out of signals incoming via 
different paths, combining the signals, and outputting the combined signals, 
comprising: 

threshold setting means; and 

signal selecting means for comparing an incoming signal with a 
threshold set by said threshold setting means and for selecting said incoming 
signal with high intensity level that could be intense interfering component if 
not RAKE-combined even if said signal does not appear more than once (col. 
9, lines 56 to 62)." 

Applicant's statements regarding the European Office Action are based on a partial 
translation that Applicant's representative obtained. These statements should in no way be 
considered as an agreement by Applicants with, or an admission of, what is asserted in the 
European Office Action.
